I was greatly impressed with the char-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The cost of 
living, foreign exchange, foreign trade;

cussed in a statement issued tonight 
by the Federal Reserve Board, in which 
the board again rejects the idea that 
the excessive volume’ of our currency 
is the cause of ‘prevalent high prices. 
e@ thus disposing of the currency 


4 a6 the cause of rising prices, the board 


does not overlook the important influ- 
ence exerted by credit expansion, point- 
ing out that the expansion of credit 
has been a considerable. factor in our 
financial and price situation, and one 
which still calls for correction by the 
process of increasing production and 
saving; and by the investment’ of sav- 
ings in Government. bonds. 

“** The most, recent data .available,’’ 
said the board’s statement, ‘‘ show that 
for the year ending June 30, 1919, total 
deposit liabilities in national banks, in\ 
creased by the amount of $1,902,356,000, 
or from $14,021,009,000 to $13,924,865,000, 
and that loans and discbunts increased 
by the amount of $954,436,000, or from 
$9,620,402,000 to $10,574,838,000. “The in- 
crease in deposits, therefore, exceeded 
the increase in loans-and discounts by 
the amount of $948,920,000,° or close to 
100 per cent. The rate of increase in 
deposits for the year was 13.6 per cent., 
as against 9.92 per cent. for loans and 
discounts.

Blames Exports for High Prices. 
“To the extent that the American 
consumer, or a sufficient percentage of 
American consumers, do not voluntarily 


reduce ‘consumption by amounts’ suf- |" 


ficient to release for the use of the Bu- 
ropean consumer the great quantities of 
goods which are being ‘sent ‘oversea, 
there results in the American market 
competition between the European de- 
mand and the American demand, the 
inevitable -effect-of which is to .drive 
up prices and to induce the speculation 
which rising prices usually occasion.

‘Current discussion of these. condi- 
tions .too frequently treats the problem 
of the foreign exchanges and our export 
trade’ separately from the problem. of 
domestic trade. . It is oo Byromen as- 
sumed by those complaining of the fall 
of forei exchanges that trade on the 
scale of our recent exports is a thing 
desirablé in itself dnd io be kept up by 
keeping up the value of foreign cur- 
rencies in the American market. But 
when the export trade is considered in 
connection with the domestic trade, it 
becomes clear that the source of much 
of the difficulty presented by the exist- 
ing situation is the continued com 
tion of the export demand and the home 
demand. 

‘* The state of the foreign exchanges 
merely reflects the state of international 
trade. The correction of the exchange 
situation so much complained of “by 
those who look at the matter from the 
exclusive standpoint of the export in- 
terest--will, therefore, only find its nat~- 
ural and permanent solution through a 
reduction of our. exports and an in- 
crease of our imports until they reach 
@ point of approximate equilibrium. 


Relief th Falling Exchange, 


**A decline in exchanges operates as 
a corrective to the Situation which has 
brought about the decline, by checking 
exports and stimulating imports. 
Viewed, therefore, purely from our own 


domestic standpoint, the falling ex- 
change rates are ning already to 
relieve the present abnormal and diffi- 
cult situation. The large volume of ex- 
ports during the last few months has 
been rendered possible by advances 
from the United States Treasury to the 
Governments associated with us in the 
war. These advances have amounted, 
from the date. of the armistice to Aug. 
31, to $2,177,006,212. 
‘‘There is some danger also that the 
present abnormal situation may undergo 
a more violent change in the future 
when Buropean countries shall have 
stocked up on commodities and our do- 
mestic consumers have gratified the 
mood of reaction’ from war economy, 
and we may then experience an abrupt 
falling off in exports_so’ great as to 
embarrass some of our industries which 
anticipated their natural gett ag under 
the intensified stimulus of war condi- 
tions. Such a condition can be averted 
through timely action by the industries 
involved, which should be considering 
the steps necessary to correct such a 
situation in case it should arise. 

** The fact remains, however, that the 
present relationship of exports to im-f| 

rts—the volume of one being very 

coos § and the other comparatively small 

—is unhealthy and scriously disadvan-f 
tageous to this country, looking at the 
situation purely from our domestic point 
of view. 

No Effort to Keep Exchange. 


‘* Looking at the. matter from an- 
other angle, it is evident that Buropean 
countries find it difficult In the present 
circumstances to make purchases in this 
courtry, but the outstanding fact is that 
these countries have not seen fit so far 
to adopt any effective measures for the 
correction oF existing rates of exchange. 
| Ministers of several of these countries 

have looked with complacency upon the 

decline in exchange which tends to limit 
purchases here. This decline makes it 
ossible for the countries affected to 
eave their commerce unrestricted with- 
out danger of having their nationals 
overbuy in our markets. 

“The tendency of a declining rate of 
exchange for the currency of any coun- 
try is to stimulate exports from that 
country and to curtail imports; a de- 
clining rate offers residents of the coun- 
try involved a heavy premium on the 
sale fof their foreign securities in coun- 
tries in whose favor the exchange rate 
is running. This premium is in many 
countries a ‘more powerful argumeht 
with the private holder of foreign se- 
curities than any Government requisition 
can be; it tends to make foreign cr 
tors to whom money is due in currency 
‘of the debtor country leave the funds 
on deposit pending -a more favorable 
time for their transfer to the creditor 
country; it stimulates the nationals of 
the debtor country to borrow abroad 
and remit the proceeds home for do- 
mestic use, as any improvement in ex- 
change will afford a profit at the time 
of repayment. These are a few of the 
corrective factors. 

“From the best information available 
it appears that the probable demands of 
foreign nations upon this country for 
reconstruction purposes have been great- 
ly overestimated in the public prints. It 
is perhaps not unnatural in a situation 
where distressed peoples feel they 
must draw for their needs on a limited 
fund of capital that. they should esti- 
mate their requirements very liberally 
or else they may not be sufficiently sup- 
plied. For many reasons it appears that 
the needs of Europe should be supplied 
through the private initiative of foreign 
manufacturers, merchants and bankers 
dealing with similar American groups, 
and not through the concerted efforts 
of the Governments concerned. 

‘* From the standpoint of the borrow- 
ing. country already burdened with an 
enormous public debt, money borrowed 
by private individuals for use in their 
own business. will be expended more 
carefully and judiciously and better pro- 
vision will be made for its repayment 
than would be the case if, the money 
should be borrowed by Governments, 
where other than purely economic con- 
ditions may influence the expenditure. 
From the viewpoint of the lending; }. e., 
the United States, jafter completing its 
own war financing the ability: of our 
Government to assist foreign Govern- 
ments without vast inflation and conse- 
quent danger to our own cratit is prob- 
lematic. The American people nave sub- 
scribed: liberally to war loans, but there 
is nothing to indicate that when they 
shall have closed the account by doing 
their part in such financing as remains 
to be done to liquidate the war bills 
they, will be..inclined to buy any con- 
siderable amounts of bonds of this Gov- 
ernment for the purpose of further 
financing Europe. 


Large Advances Are Needed. 


** The complete stabilization of foreign 
exchange could be. effected only through 
unlimited advances to foreign countries, 
advances against which those countries 
will draw as their needs reqtire.. As 
drafts are drawn and sold abroad, the 
proceeds in foreign currency would go 
to the Governments concerned and be- 
come available for the purposes of those 
Governments. This process would give 
those Governments power to. draw on. 
this. country indefinite. amounts for 
unspecified or undisclosed purposes, and 
to meet these drafts our Government 
would have to sell ree obligations 
te its own citizens. Thus, to the extent 
of the credits extended, the burden of 
‘foreign war debts would be transferred 
to the shoulders of the American peo- 
ple, ofset, of course, by such repay- 
‘ments on account of interest or prin- 
cipal as the foreign Governments might 
make, from oe to time; but, even if 
ultimatel lly offset, our own Govern- 
ations must still in the first 
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NIGHT HIGH SCHOOL TO OPEN 


Experiment in Brooklyn of Educa- 
tlonal Benefit to Working Boys. 


For the first time in the: history of 
New York, the Board of Education will 
open’ tonight. an evening. high school 
which ‘in ‘all respects will bé the legal 
and educational equivalent of a day 
high school. This interesting experi- 
ment will be carried out by a staff of 
sixty teachers in the Boys’ High School, 
Putnam and Marcy Avenues; ‘Brooklyn. 

Working boys in Brooklyn will here- 
after be able to earn a real high school 
diploma in four and one-half years. 
This diploma will automatically entitle 
the holder to- any of the State qualify- 
ing certificates required for admission 
to professional schools, and carries with 
it the same rights to college entrance 
and to the State scholarships as the 
diploma of a day high school. 

Principal Harold. E. Buttrick an- 
nounces that the recently established 
classes in foreign trade have been in 
great demand. They will be in charge 
of @ representative ot a prominent New 
York exporting firm. It is. planned to 
organize a new ctass in the elements 


of banking. 
If the ite» of the new vigorous 


campaign warrant it ft is probable that 
next year most of the other high schools 
will be placed upon the same. basis. 
The number of applications to the 
Brooklyn evening : high . schools _ have 
doubled this year, a great majority of 
boys applying.for the full program of

STREET CLEANERS MEET. 


Committee Reports Mayor’s Efforts 
to Avert a Strike. 


Two meetings were held yesterday by 
employes of the Street Cleaning De- 
partment. At Washington Hall, 781 
Eighth Avenue, more than 50 employes 
mét to hear a report of their commit- 
tee on a conference with Mayor Hylan 
last Tuesday. At that conference the 
committee representing the drivers, 
sweepers, chauffeurs, hostlers, and help- 
ers: presented &.demand for the-follow- 
ing scale: Sweepers, $36.00 per week in- 
‘stead of $18.59; drivers; $38.00 per week 
instead of $20.37, and chaurfélirs, $44.00 
per week instead of $20.37. 

James J. Ryan, President of Local 
No. 618 of the Teamsters, Stablemen, 
Hostlers, and Helpers’ Union, said the 
conference with the Mayor was encour- 
aging and that the Mayor had promised 
to present their demands to the Board 
of Estimate. 

At Hennington Hall, 314 Second Street, 
more than 600 street-cleaning men de- 
manded an immediate strike.

PETER GILSEY A SUICIDE. 


Son of the Famous Hotel Man Shoots 
Himself in His Room. 


Peter Gilsey, son of the founder of the 
Gilsey House. which was a landmark for 
many years at Broadway and Twenty- 
hinth Street, committed suicide by 
shooting yesterday in his room at the 
Hotel Bonta, Ninety-fourth Street and 
Broadway.

IMAULED IN THEATRE 


FOR RED APPLAUSE 


Patrons of the Strand Attack 
_Man Who Gives Approval to 
Film of Bolshevist Outrages. 


SAVED BY A STATE TROOPER 


Found Cause for Joy In Pictures of 
Murder, Robbery, and Nation- 


alization of Women. 
i 


A man seemingly of radical tendenctes, 
who insisted on applauding acts of vio- 
lence portrayed in a film the theme of 
which dealt with conditions in Russia. 
under the: Bolshevist régime, precipi- 
tated an uproar yesterday afternoon in 
the Strand Theatre, at Broadway and 
Forty-seventh Street, which resulted in 
the disturber being severely beaten by 
the spectators and subsequently being 
arrested. According to those who saw 
the occurrerice, it was only through the 
quick action of Trooper B.' C. Roberts 
of the State Constabulary that the man, 
who was sitting in -the orchestra, was 
saved from more serious injury. 

The first time that the man, whd gave 
his name as Manuel Lopez of 141 West 
Ninetieth Street, aroused the ire of the 
audience was when the Reds were shown 
taking possession of the homes of the 
wealthy ‘and murdering the owners. 
Lopez clapped his hands loudly and was 
liberally hissed by those around. him, 
He was warned to keep quiet by ushers, 
but he disregarded a second time when 
the Bolshevists were pictured as enforc- 
ing the registfation of ‘women in con- 
néction with a nationalization law. 
Cries of *‘ Put him out!’’ were heard, 
and he subsided for the time. being. 

About five minutes later the remarks 
of one of the leaders of the Reds, deé- 
claring that there would be ho more 
priests or clergy, as they were pie tools 
of the bourgeoise, was flashed oh the 
screen. Lopez clapped his nants the 
loudest, the audience arose, and cries of 

‘Kill him!” “ Lynch him! ” were heard 
on all sides. There was a general rush 
in the direction where he was sitting. 
In a few seconds Lopez was surround 
by an angry throng, jennie a number 
of. women, who attacked him from all 
sides. His face was soon a& mass of 
abrasions. Then Trooper Roberts came 
to his rescue. Aided by employes of 
the theatre, he begged the péople to 
stand back and allow the man to 
taken to the police station. Lopez, thor- 
oughly a oe ee ge behind the 
stalwart trooper, was literally 
dragged out of one of whe side entrances 
of the theatre. 

More than a score of persons followed 
the disturber out, and Roberts had his 
hands full saving Lopez from further 
injury until the police arrived. Lopez 
was then whisked into a taxicab and 
taken to the West Forty-seventh Street 
Station, where a charge of inciting a 
breach of the peace was made against 
him. Lopez, at the station, asserted 
that he had a right to applaud.
